Father  Martin  Promoted 
To  Full  Professor 


Promotion  of  the  Rev.  Henry  J. 
Martin,  C.PP.S.,  Dean  and  Director 
Df  Saint  Joseph’s  College  Calumet 
Center,  to  the  rank  of  full  professor¬ 
ship  has  been  a  announced  by  the 
Rev.  Edward  A.  Maziarz,  C.PP.S., 
Academic  Dean  of  Saint  Joseph’s 
College. 

"It  is  my  pleasure  to  inform  you 
that  you  were  promoted  to  a  full 
professorship  at  a  meeting  of  the 
President’s  Council.  You  are  to  be 
congratulated  for  your  many  years 
of  service  to  the  cause  of  Catholic 
education  and  specifically  to  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  and  the  Calumet 
Center.  I  hope  that  God  will  give 
you  many  more  years  of  faithful 
service,”  Father  Maziarz  said  in 
informing  Father  Martin  of  the 
promotion. 

The  first  director  of  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  Calumet  Center  since  its 
founding  in  1951,  Father  Martin  en¬ 
tered  the  educational  field  as  an 
Instructor  at  Saint  Joseph’s  Acad¬ 
emy,  Rensselaer,  Ind.,  in  1940.  He 
was  ordained  to  the  priesthood  on 
September  8,  1940,  and  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  the  Academy  staff  on 
October  1,  1940. 

Fr.  Martin  was  appointed  Director 
of  the  Calumet  Center  when  it  initi¬ 
ated  classes  at  Bishop  Noll  High 
School  in  1951.  Under  his  leader¬ 
ship  the  Calumet  Center  grew  into 
separate  quarters  that  two  years 
ago  were  further  expanded  when  the 
present  college  building  was  ac¬ 
quired.  At  the  same  time  the  cur¬ 
riculum  was  expanded  to  make  the 
Calumet  Center  the  only  four-year 
degree  granting  college  in  the  Calu¬ 
met  Region. 

Reappointed  Dean  and  Director  of 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  Calumet  Cen¬ 
ter  in  1959,  the  Fr.  Martin  has  de¬ 
voted  his  attention  to  the  academic 
growth  of  the  school  and  to  the 
search  for  even  larger  campus  facil¬ 
ities.  Under  his  direction  enroll¬ 
ment  at  the  Center  has  increased 
“from  a  handful  of  eager  scholars” 
to  646.  The  College  can  now  boast 
four  graduates  and  a  senior  class 
numbering  47. 

A  native  of  O’Fallon,  Ill.,  Father 
Martin  attended  grade  school  at 
St.  Boniface,  Saints  Mary  &  Joseph, 
and  Saint  Anthony  in  St.  Louis,  Mo. 
He  attended  St.  Louis  Prep  Semi¬ 


nary  at  Webster  Groves,  Mo.,  from 
1929  to  1932,  and  Saint  Joseph’s 
Academy  at  Rensselaer  from  1932 
to  1933.  He  received  his  college 
training  at  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
and  Saint  Charles  Seminary,  Car- 
thagena,  Ohio. 

The  Fr.  Martin  received  his  Bach¬ 
elor  of  Arts  Degree  in  philosophy 
and  his  Bachelor  of  Science  Degree 
in  biology  from  Saint  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege  in  1941.  He  obtained  his  Master 
of  Science  Degree  in  education  at 
Indiana  University  in  1945.  In  1950 
Indiana  University  conferred  the 
Doctor  of  Education  degree  upon  Fr. 
Martin. 

He  was  an  Instructor  at  his  Col¬ 
lege  Alma  Mater  from  1940  to  1944 
and  then  was  named  Principal  of 
the  Academy  for  four  years.  He 
was  Assistant  Professor  of  education 
from  1950  to  1955  and  was  elevated 
to  Associate  Professor  while  Direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Calumet  Center. 

The  merit  promotion  for  Fr.  Mar¬ 
tin  is  indicative  of  the  role  he  has 
played  in  the  rapid  growth  of  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  Calumet  Center 
and  of  the  role  he  is  to  assume  in 
the  futrue  expansion  of  educational 
offerings  of  the  Society  of  Precious 
Blood  which  has  headquarters  in 
Carthegena,  Ohio.

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Student  Council  Corner

Rev.  Joseph  Smolar,  Dean  of  Stu¬ 
dents,  has  announced  a  postpone¬ 
ment  of  Student  Council  elections 
for  one  week.  The  previous  dates 
for  elections,  March  26-31,  have  been 
advanced  to  April  2-7.  Instead, 
registration  will  take  place  from 
March  26-31.  This  election  dely  is 
due  to  preparations  and  preoccupa¬ 
tions  with  the  Fine  Arts  Play,  “The 
Blithe  Spirit”,  which  will  be  per¬ 
formed  on  Saturday,  March  24. 

Class  elections,  scheduled  for 
April  2-7,  will  be  advanced  to  the 
following  week,  April  9-14.  Each 
student  should  have  a  very  special 
concern  for  the  election  of  his  class 
representatives. 

Class  officers  have  very  significant 
functions.  It  is  their  duty  to  provide 
the  members  of  the  class  they  rep¬ 
resent  with  social  life  as  well  as 
stimulating  academic  (and  in  our 
case)  spiritual  development. 

Because  class  officers  are  elected 
only  by  their  fellow  classmates, 
there  is  a  much  more  intimate  rela¬ 
tionship  between  the  officers  and 
those  they  represent.  It  is  usually 
true  that  members  of  the  same  class 
tend  to  associate;  therefore  the  stu¬ 
dents  feel  more  “free”  to  talk  with 
their  class  officers  concerning  aca¬ 
demic  or  social  problems.  In  this 
capacity  is  the  class  officer  most 
valuable. 

The  president  represents  his  class 
in  the  Student  Council.  Thus,  the 
class  president  holds  a  dual  position : 

a)  as  the  head  of  his  class,  and 

b)  as  a  Student  Council  member. 
In  respect  of  his  position  in  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Council,  the  class  president 
automatically  acquires  membership 
in  the  scholastic  committee.  Under 
the  leadership  of  the  vice-president 
of  the  Council,  this  committee  is  to 
“meet  with  the  Dean  of  Students 
once  each  semester  to  discuss  stu¬ 
dent  viewpoints  on  matters  of  cur¬ 
riculum  and  instruction”  (Art.  X, 
Sect.  2). 

As  the  representative  of  his  class, 
one  of  the  duties  of  the  president  is 
to  secure  a  date  for  any  class- 
planned  activity  (all  social  affairs 
must  be  registered  through  the 
Council  and  recorded  on  its  official 
calandar  to  avoid  complications). 
He  must  also  bring  forth  any  prob¬ 
lems  or  suggestions  proposed  by  his 
classmates  and  which  he  cannot 
deal  with  at  his  level.  It  is  his  obli¬ 
gation  to  support  these  proposals 
(that  is,  if  they  are  worth  support — 
another  responsibility).  At  every 
Student  Council  meeting,  the  class 
president  must  be  on  guard  to  pro¬ 
tect  and  maintain  the  interests  of 
his  class. 

One  of  the  most  difficult  and  dis¬ 
turbing  aspects  of  a  class  officer’s 
position  is  the  example  he  must 
provide  for  his  fellow  students.  Not 
only  is  he  expected  to  be  a  note¬ 
worthy  student  academically,  but 
socially  and  ethically  as  well.  An 
officer  should  obey  the  campus 
regulations  (e.g.  regarding  smok¬ 
ing,  parking,  various  disturbances 


in  the  lounges  and  halls,  etc.)  and 
should  enforce  them  among  his  own 
class  members. 

The  vice  president  of  each  class 
in  virtue  of  his  position  also  as¬ 
sumes  membership  in  the  Welfare 
Committee  of  the  Council.  This 
committee  is  responsible  for  dis¬ 
covering  any  serious  illness  or  death 
in  the  student  body.  In  consequence, 
consolation  is  offered  by  means  of 
flowers  or  a  card  provided  through 
the  medium  of  the  officers  of  the 
class  concerned. 

The  over-all  range  of  a  class 
officer’s  obligations  transcend  the 
local  area  of  his  class.  He  must 
work  cooperatively  with  other  class 
officers,  Council  members,  club  of¬ 
ficials,  the  faculty  and  administra¬ 
tion.  in  order  to  maintain  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Union  as  a  unified  yet  inter¬ 
dependent  whole. 

During  the  past  year,  class  officers 
have  assisted  at  the  orientation  day 
program,  the  President’s  Recep¬ 
tion,  and  the  prom.  The  sophomore 
and  junior  classes  donated  to  char¬ 
itable  organizations.  This  is  not  the 
only  manner  of  cooperation,  how¬ 
ever.  Officers  must  attend  as  many 
social  affairs  as  possible  and  join 
and  support  the  clubs  of  their  inter¬ 
est.  For  the  most  part,  1961-62’s 
officers  have  fulfilled  this  obligation 
commendably. 

Now  that  a  general  conception  of 
the  functions  of  class  officers  have 
been  presented,  it  is  up  to  each  indi¬ 
vidual  student  to  elect  a  worthy  of¬ 
ficer.  Each  candidate  must  present 
a  petition  to  the  Dean  of  Students 
containing  25  signatures  (including 
two  professors)  by  April  6.  All  com¬ 
petitors  must  have  had  a  2.00  index 
for  the  preceding  semester.

On  March  14,  the  Commerce  Club 
held  its  monthly  meeting  in  room 
205. 

The  first  item  under  discussion 
was  the  very  enjoyable  Mardi  Gras 
Dance.  Even  though  there  was  a 
$12.90  deficit  to  each  of  the  clubs 
that  sponsored  the  dance,  it  was  still 
considered  a  success 

Ray  Tobias  read  a  financial  state¬ 
ment  He  stated  that  there  is  $85.00 
in  the  club’s  treasury.  He  also  urged 
that  those  who  wish  to  accompany 
the  club  on  its  annual  field  trip  to 
the  Schlitz  Brewery  must  pay  their 
dues  prior  to  the  tour. 

Jerry  Stano,  president,  acknowl¬ 
edged  that  it  may  not  be  economic¬ 
ally  feasible  to  charter  a  bus  for  the 
trip  to  Milwaukee’s  brewery.  All 
estimates  thus  far  have  been  beyond 
the  budget  of  the  Club  and  its  mem¬ 
bers. 

If  it  will  be  impossible  to  charter 
a  bus,  responsible  drivers  will  be 
asked  to  drive  their  cars  and  take 
four  or  five  members  each.  Those 
who  will  be  driven  will  be  asked  to 
contribute  for  gas.  It  will  cost  $.90 
to  $1.00  per  person. 

The  date  of  the  field  trip  has  been 
changed  from  April  4  to  April  3. 

It  was  also  announced  that  a  com¬ 
mittee  has  been  chosen  to  choose 
books  for  the  library  which  will  be 
donated  at  the  end  of  the  semester.

Pope  John 
Rules  Latin 
For  Masses 

Pope  John  XXIII  has  taken  the 
pulse  of  Latin  and  announced  there 
is  still  a  lot  of  life  in  the  language 
that  spans  nations  and  centuries. 

Latin,  says  the  Supreme  Ruler  of 
the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  is  con¬ 
cise,  flexible,  harmonious,  full  of 
majesty,  and  dignity.  He  finds  it 
important  in  the  Church’s  nature 
and  mission. 

The  Pontiff’s  words,  contained  in 
his  recent  apostolic  constitution  en¬ 
titled  “Veterum  Sapientia”— Wis¬ 
dom  of  the  Ages — climax  a  debate 
over  substitution  of  the  language  of 
each  land  for  at  least  a  part  of  the 
Latin  ritual  of  the  Mass. 

“Introibo  ad  Altare  Dei,”  are  the 
Latin  words  that  have  begun  the 
Roman  Catholic  Mass  for  centuries. 
Some  American  prelates,  priests, 
and  laymen  had  suggested  that 
those  words  should  be  voiced:  ‘‘I 
will  go  in  unto  the  Altar  of  God.” 

Now  Pope  John  has,  in  effect, 
ended  the  debate  and  directed  that 
the  study  of  Latin  be  intensified. 

The  Pontiff’s  words  were  aimed  at 
seminaries  training  students  to  be 
priests.  But  the  document  was  a 
caution  for  the  entire  Church.  It 
said  no  one,  for  the  mania  of  new¬ 
ness,  should  write  against  the  use 
of  Latin  in  rites. 

Latin  came  into  official  use  in  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church  only  about 
the  third  century.  Christ  preached 
in  Aramaic.  This  Semitic  language 
was  used  until  70  A.D.
